no portion of her carcass was fit for 
food. 
It was an em phatic d em o n stra­ 
tion, convincing not only tin* ow.ner. 
bu t many neighbors and visitors who 
w ere present. 
Next time he will act 
sooner than he did in this case and 
thu s prevent a diseased anim al from 
infecting other m em bers of the herd.

defences has become more acrimoni­ 
ous. 
Representatives Tawney of Min­ 
nesota. chairman of the house appro­ 
priation committee practically charged 
that a conspiracy exists between the 
various department* and military en 
thusia&ts in congress to create a na­ 
tion-wide sentiment in favor of hi* 
appropriations for army and navy pur­ 
poses. 
Mr. Tawney’s statements ex­ 
plain the activity of the congressional 
leader*, supported by President Taft, 
in briging about the suppression of the 
"sensational” Dickinson report. 
“The 
war department.” said 
Mr 
Tawney, "has joined in an effort to 
Hobsonize the entire country." 
The statement was only one of sev­ 
eral Interesting developments that oc­ 
curred during the day. 
The White 
House announced after Mr. Taft had 
conferred with Secretary 
Dickinson 
and Senator Root, who was formerly 
at the head of the war department, 
that no report whatever would be sent 
to the house in response 
<0 the Me 
I.achlen resolution calling for a state­ 
ment of national defenses conditions. 
Later there were more conferences 
at the White House and an announce­ 
ment that another report, the third in 
the series that have been prepared by 
Secretary Dickinson, will be sent

This announcement was

The only living thing about the two 
men when they left their refuge to 
seek the outer air was a mule 
How 
the animal managed to escape suffo­ 
cation is a mystery, but it appeared 
little the worse for its experience 
when Leapman and Swete led it from 
the mine. 
Two other men were found alive by 
the rescuers. 
They were in another 
part of the mine, where air was plenti­ 
ful. 
They are so terribly injured,
